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will, im my judgment, give us racc upon the Plains, but the employ- 
ment of the most vigorous measures to hunt out and severely punish 
the authors of these outrages. And I trust and believe, from the infor- 
mation in my possession, that it is the purpose of the General Govern- 
ment, early im the coming spring, to send a force against them sufficient 
to compel them to suo for peace, or drive them from all the great lines 
of travel between the Missouri River and the Rocky Mountains. Should 
you deer: it either necessary or expedient to memorialize the War De- 
partment on this subject, it will afford me great pleasure to co-operate 
with you in such a measure, Surely, the interests involved are of sufti- 
cient magnitude and importance to warrant the General Government in 
making a vigorous and adequate effort, at whatever cost, to restore 
peace upon the Plains and afford protection to the immense commercial 
interests which have grown up within the last few years between the 
people of the Pacific and the Atlantic States. 
PAY OP MILITIA. 

By an act passed at the last session of the Legislative Assembly, the 
Governor of the Territory was authorized and requested to dispose of 
the bonds issucd by the Territory to provide means for the payment of 
the Militia called into service to repel hostile Indians, during the 
summer of 1864. In discharging the duty thus devolved upon me, I 
disposed of these bonds upon terms which I believe to be advantageous 
to the interests of the Territory. A detailed report of the sale of these 
&eenritics has been made to the Territorial Auditor, as provided by, law. 
It will be laid before you in the report of that officer. 

Nearly all of the claims growing out of the service referred to, havo 
already been paid. A few mn been suspended, in consequence of à 
difference of opinion between the claimants for the service of horses, 
and the paymasters appointed under the aot, in reference to the proper 
construction of section five of the act. Several parties claimed payment 
for the services of their animals up to the time of their loss or death, 
and that they were also entitled to the, appraised value of their horses 
when they entered the service. , The paymasters gave to the law a dif 
ferent constraetion, ond henee several claims have been suspended, and 
remain nnsettled. This subject may require some further legislation—at 
least so far as to define the intent and meaning of the act in the section 


to which I have alluded. 
This money should rightfully be rofinded to the Territory by the 


General Government. The services performed were for the Govern- 
ment quite as much as fer the Territory; and if the subject be-properly 
represented to Congress, as I doubt not it wii be, I feel very confident 
that the amount will be refunded to the Territory. 
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FINANCES OF THE TERRITORY. l 
, The Reports of the Territorial Auditor and Territorial Treasurer, are 
herewith submitted. From the Report of the Auditor, it will be seen 
that the whole amount of the outstanding debts of the Territory on the 
25th day of December, 1865, was.........acccoceroo . . $91,767 80 
This includes the debt of $36,000 of bonds, and $1800 of interest on 
.Same, issued ünder instructions of thé Legislature, to pày the Militia 
troops called out to protect our frontier in the summer and fall of 
1864. Thia sum, as I have before remarked, is justly due to the 
Territory from the United States, buf, until it is assumed by Congress, 
it must stand as an indebtedness of ‘the Territory, and must of course 
be provided for as are other debts. When we deduct this sum from 
the aggregate debt, it leaves a balance of $53,967 80 as the whole 
amount of the outstanding debt ; or 83, 891 56 less than the amount due 
n 1864. 
i The amount of the resources to :1eet the above, after deducting tlie 
“sum of $2,664 30 which is charged by the Auditor as aé due from the 


Government for expenses incurred by the Territory on account of the. 


Pawnee war, and which I do not coúsider as available, is $91,945 Wi 
or $177 90 overthe whole of its liabilities. - 

This statement must prove very satisfactory to the tax payers of the 
Territory. For, if the General Goversment should assume the payment 
of the military debt, our resources will be, to that amount, in excess of oúr 
liabilities, and will justify the next Legislature in reduciny the rate of taxa- 
tion now assessed against our people. I call your special attention to 
the many valuable suggestions made-in the'able Report of the Territorial 
Auditor, and also to those of the Territorial Treasurer—especially to 
that part alluding to the issuing of warrants by parties whose responsi- 
bility and whose signatures are wholly unknown to him. All warrants 
upon the Treasurer for Territorial funds sbuuld be issued by the Auditor, 


.and with whom the statement of the account should be filed. 


ADJUTANT GENERAL'S REPORT. 
Owing to the great difficulty experienced by the ‘Adjutant Gen- 
-eral in obtaining proper information to enable him to make a full report 


.in regard to the troops now in the field and of those who have been 


mustered out of the service, he has not been able to present his annual

Le F H HOMESTEAD LAW. 

In calling your attehiicn, at the last session, to the i lawy: 1 
EE E that you memorialize Congress to probibit the sale of the 
publie lands la ary except such as shall make proof that they; propose 
to acquire thent forthe purpose of actual settlement and cultivation; ¿1 
eannot too strongly urge this subjeet upon your attention'at the pres- 
ent session. The object of the law was evidently to open up the publie 
lands. to, the cultivators of the soil, Bee of charge, except the small sum 
necessary to pay ‘the actual expense of survey, dic. ¿Under the pr eseng 
jaw, wbich allows speculators to enter all the lands they "may desire, 
those seeking homesteads are often deterred from taking them, fearing 
that as soon as they shall have made valuable impr oveme its, thus 

E 
enhancing the value of the adjacent lands, that’ speculators wil: at qnàe 
purchase all the better portions in the vicinity, and thus deprive thege 
pioneer settlers of the advantages of neighbors. The true policy'of the 
General Goveimment is to give these lands to the landless, and to confer 
homes upon the homeless, and the legislatures of the new States and Ter 
ritories should continue to meinorialize Congress on this subject (as they 
did for the passage of the homestead law,) until their pray er shall be > grant- 
ed. So numerous are the letters sent to my oflice making inquizies 
relative to the homestead law, that I deem it proper to staté, in this 
connection, for the benefit of such as may not be fully instructed as to 
who may be the recipients of the favors of the Government in this par- 
ticular, that the following, taken from the law itself, will be a sufficient 
answer to the main questions so often propounded by the people of the 


Territory, and also by many in the States, who desire to become çiti- 
zens with us: 
The law. says “That any person who is the head of a family, or whb 


“has arrived at the age of twenty-one years, and is a citizen of the 
* United States, or who shall have filed his declaration of intention to 
“ become such, as required by the naturalization laws of the United 
** States, and who has never borne arms ‘against the United States Gov- 
* ernment, or given aid and comfort to its enemies," is entitled to S 


‘benefits of this law. d 
The law further provides that “ No person who has served (OR 


“period of not less than fourteen days in the army or navy of the Uni- 
‘ted States, either regular or volunteer, under the laws thereof, during 
“the existence of an actual war, domestic or foreign, shall be deprivédl 
** of the benefits of this act on account of not having attained the nge'of 
“twenty-one years.” All persons coming" within the purview of the 
above libéral provisions, and who shall reside upon or cultivate the 
homestead fo? a period of five years, are entitled to a patent as in other 


> 
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cases provided by law. The fact that the applicant for the benefit of 
‘the homestead low may be the owner of otherlands, or that he may 
have availed himself of the provisions of tho. pre-emption act of 1841, 
does not in any manner affect his rights or privileges under thé law. 
"A widow who is the head of a family, may also aequire a homestend 
under tais act, 

REGISTRY Paw. 

X Treeommend to you for your candid consideratica, the propriety of 
‘enacting at your present session, an amendment to the general election 
‘law, so as to require a registration of all legal voters prior to the day of 
election. Such laws have been tor many years in operation in several 
of tho States, and so far os my information ces, they have met with the 
approval of all good, law-abiding citizens If we would preserve our polit- 
ical liberties we must guard velitho ballotEnz, orin no other way could 
the rights and liberties of the people beso easily undermined and finally 
destroyed, as by allowing impositi.ns to be extensively practiced upon 
tho elective franchise. Fraudulent voting is nothing short of 3 species 
of treason—follow it up and give it free scope, and it will break down 
and destroy the purest government on earth, There is in my.mind no 
question about the propriety of such a law—as it seeks not to interfere 
with the rights of any man, but simply to protect the legal voter from 
having his influence destroyed by imposters. | 

AGRICULTURE AND AGRICULTURAL FAINS, &c. 

| [n your work of lecislating rz the noople, you cannot be too careful of, 
‘and attentive to whatever may conduce to the interests ol those who 
QU the soil. Nebraska is emphaticaliv an agricultural country. In her 
extensive and beautiful valleys and protries, we have the bank of deposit 
from whenec the wealth, not only of onr present population, but of the 
feeming millions whe are hercafzcr to inhabit our country, must be 
drawn. Whatever, therefore, vou ean do to further the Interests of the 
Agriculturist, of Agricultural Societies, or Agricultural Pairs, should, in 
my judgment, reecive your earnest attention and consideration. In 
connection with this subject, I respectfully invite your attention to the 
provisions of a bill passed at the second session of the thirty-seventh 
Congress, entiticd “An Act donating publie lands to the several States 
and Territories which may provide colleges for the benefit of agriculture 
and the mechanic arts? The bill provides “that there be granted to 
‘the several States,” for the purposes hereinafter mentioned, an amount 
Of public lands to be apportioned to each State, a quantity equal to thirty 
thousand acres for each Senator and Representative in Congress to 
which tho States are respectively entitled by the apportionment under 
the censis of 1869. This clause (although the title of the act includes 
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“Territories,” would seem to exelude all from its benefits except “States.” 
s The act amendatory of the aet from which I have quoted, provides, 
however, that any State or Territory may accept, and shall be entitled 
fo, the benefits pf the act referred to “by expressing its acceptance 
thereof as provided in said act, within two years from the date of its 
passage This amendatery act was passed on the 14th of April, 1864. 
From its-provisions, itis clear to my mind that the Territories are enti- 
tled to the advantages of the bill. But while the bill provides that “a 
portion of the funds arising from the sale of these lands may be expended 
for ¿he purchase of lands for sites or experimental farms,” yet if expressly 
provides that “no portion of this fund shall be applied to the erection, 
preservation, or repairing of any building or buildings." H in your wiss 
dom you should deem it of sufficient importance -to the agricultural- 
ists of the Territory to make an effort to secure this: land grant, it will 
afford'me pleasure to do all in my power to assist you in facilitating 
and perfecting the same. 


RAIL ROADS. 
In my annual communication-to you at your last session, I informed 


you that the work on the Union Pacific Railroad, from the Capital of 
your Territory west, was progressing with commendable zeal, and 
expressed the opinion that before the period of your present meeting, 
at least fifty miles of the road, would-be completed. Iam happy to 
inform you that that prediction has been fally verified by the facts. 
Already the track has been laid, including side tracks, for a distance of 55 
miles, and the graduation and bridging of the road have been fally com- 
pleted as far west as Columbus, (95 miles distance by line of the road.) 
Beyond Columbus the graduation has been completed for a distance of 
twenty-five or thirty miles. T am informed that it is the purpose of the 
company to constrnet the abutments-and | piers of the bridge over the 
Loup Fork the present winter. The bridge is already framed,. and 
ready to put up as soon as the mason work can be completed; so that 
itis reasonable to suppose that at least 150 miles of the road will be 
ready for, the cars:within twelve months from this date, and itis not 
improbable that Fort Kearney may be reached within that period. 

The importance of this great National Thoroughfare to all the mate- 
rial interests of our Territory—agricultural, commercial, mechanical 
and financial—must be apparent to évery intelligent citizen. Asa 
National enterprise it is equally importent. Constituting as it will, 
when completed, the highway of commerce between two oceans— 
uniting as. it must, the business interests of New York and Boston 
With those of San Francisco and Sacramento by a contintions linò of

di communication, and shortening, for all practical .. purpos- 
-the distance between London ad Paris on the one hand and 
Palin aud Canton on-the other, it will make America the very centre 
of the world's commerce, civilization and progress. The business which 
has sprung up, asif by magie, between the commercial cities of the 
East and the vast mining distriete of the. West, can no longer find 
adequate aceommodation ind facilities through the modés of conveyance 
heretofore employed. "The Union Pacific Hail Read, with its numerous 
branehes—aH ‘converging ata common point (the 100th meridian of 
west longitude) within the limits of our Territory—will supply these 
much necled facilities, both for travel and traffic, and render Nebraska 
the gateway of commerce, not only for our own country, but for the 
"eivilized Fond. The main line of this great raad passes from East. to 
West tlaongh ‘the geographical centre of our Territory, Upon the 
north, Congress has provided for a branch from Sioux City, and to the 
south of us the same just and liberal policy has endowed two, a 
branches with liberal donations, thus insuring their construction at a 
ears das.

, Western extension ofthe St. Joseph and Council Bluffs Rail Road from 


Nebraska Gity would complete a connection between alf the principal 
commercial points on the Missouri river, within our Territorial limits, 
and the mining regions of the West, which draw their supplies almost 
exclusively from the Missouri river. As such a branch would constitute 
a feeder to the trunk line, constructed almost exclusively by Govern- 
ment aid, there ean be but little doubt that upon the: proper application, 
Congress would grant to it the same aid which has been so liberally 
and bo wisely exte nded tothe other auxiliary branches. 
es IMMIGRATION. 


While ali the Western States and nearly all the organized Territories 
have adopted. active and efficient measures to impart information jn 
regard ty their re speotive advantages as homes for the people, not only 
p? our own country, but of the old world, the people of Nebraska should 

< not, in my opinion, be idle Ne ebraska, as a profitable gxain and stock- 
raising country, has probably no superior în the Western country, and 
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yet but little of these advantages is known even among the people of 
the older States of our own country, much less to the people of Europe, 
“thousands of whein, now that the war is over, are desirous of emi- 
grating to America. ` Might we: not, with a fair prospcet ofa good 
retürn, employ one or more active and intelligent agents, whose ol 
business it should be to make known the navuràl advantages of N 
braska to the people abroad, Perhaps, now thai a separate bureau fos 
the encour agement of immigration has been established by “Congress, 
and under the management and control of thé State Departinent, i£ 
might not be necessary for these agents to leave our own ‘shores. One 
efficient agent, with hendquarters at New York, and fumished with 
suitable maps and ‘eharis to show where first-class fred homesteads 
could be guion ought to be suflicient to bring thousands of industrious 
citizens to our Territory every year. in «addition to this, I would 
advise that & society, having for its object the promotion of immigra- 

dios; be formed, under a charter derived from your honorable body, 
with its members distributed in different portions of the Territory. 
Much valuable information might be collected and communiéated, fiora 
time to time, through this society tó the agent, in case you provide for 
‘one; ‘and if no such agent be appointed, then the information- might be 
giveh to the Immigration Bureau at Washington Gity. 

GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 

In a fomser tommunication to your honorable body, I recommended 
for your consideration the propriety and importance of providing by 
Jaw fora geological survey of the Territory. I repeat my former ree~ 
ommendatioi to the Legislative Assembly atiis: present cession, with 
the expression of the hope that a measure so important vo all the variéd. 
‘interests of our people will not be longer delayed. If our financial con- 
‘dition will not warrant a general survey of the entire’ Territory at the 
present time, Fiep suggest the propyety of making provision 
for such partial survey as will be most likely to develope our mineral 
‘resources with the smallest possible cost to the treasury. The whole 
subject is respectfully referred to you for your carefal consideration and 
dispassionate action, in the confident belief that you will give it such 


“attention as its surpassing importance demands, 


HASTY LEGISLATION. 

I called yóur attention, at the last session, to the growing evil of 
hasty and inconsiderate legislation, and was gratified at the improve- 
ment in this particular, observable at that session. There is another 
subject intimately connécted with this, to which I wish. to invite your 
attention. I allude to the practice of providing that nearly every 
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law, both general and special, “shall take effect from and after its 
passage.” Weeks, and perhaps months, must necessarily elapse before 
the laws ean be printed and distributed throughout the Territory, and 
the eonsequenee is that the people are required to respect and obey 
laws which they have had no opportunity to see or understand. I 
wunll suggest the propriety of making all laws take effect at some 
fixe day after the close of the session. Ifit be deemed important that 
any ol the laws should take effect immediately after their passage, a 
provi im might he made for the publication of such in one or more 
newspapers of the Territory, I deem it unnecessary to press this view 
of the siljeet upon vour consideration. Its justice and propriety can- 
not fail to eommend itto your approval. Indeed, strict justice to your 
eenstituents would seem to demand a change from the former practice 
in this particular. 
STATE GOVERNMENT. 

New thatthe creat rebellion has been put down and peace once more 
restore | to cur country, the subject ofa change of government from a 
Torrit rial to State is being freely discussed by our people. Nevada, 
with a inuel less permanent population than Nebraska, has already 
become ene of the independent States of the Union, and the people of 
Gacrado have al=c made and adopted a State constitution, and in all 
probability will be admited into the family of States, within a very few 
dave The question with the people of a Territory should not simply be 
“Shall we eLange our form of government?" but, “Is it for 
tho Jet interests of her people fur her to be admitted as a State?” 
This question an-wered in the aflirmative, and the people of all parties 
well be interestes, in making the change. 

The argument against the ehvaige of form ef government, is that it 
Would require more merev to he paid by the people of the Territory to 
support a State government than that of a Territory, for the reason 
that the salaries or such Territorial officers as are appointed by the 
national administration are now paid ont of the United States Treasury, 
and also a great portion ofthe legislative expenses. The next question 
weuid naturally be, * How much does this amount to?” In Nebraska 
it amonnts t^ seme here between twenty and twenty-nine thousand 
dollars. The latter sum is the Lichest amonnt appropriated by Gon- 
gress, and of covrse the expenses cannot exeeed that sum. Now, if 
biennial sessions ay the Legislature he provided for instead of annual, 
as at present, (aud nearly all the Western States have adopted this 
course) nearly onc half of this sum could be saved to the State. Con- 
sequently, the adlitional sum to be paid by the State ought not to 
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exeeed, at the outside figure, the sum of twenty thousand dollars per 
annum. Now, leaving out of view all the advantages of inereased 
influence that a State always has over a Territory, let us see whether i in 
a pecuniary point we would not be benefitted by the change. 

At present, the funds with which our publie schools are supported 
are raised by a direct tax upon the people of the Territory. The sum 
assessed for 1865 for this purpose, as will be seen by the report of the 
School Fund Commissioner, is ‘over twenty-six thousand dollars—a 
greater sum of itself than would be required to pay the additional 
expense ofa State government. And I am informed by that officer 
that itis his firm conviction after examining the subject closely, that 
the income from the sales and rents of the 16th and 36th sections of 
land to which our State would be entitled, and the five per cent. in 
cash ofthe net proceeds of the sales of our publie lands, would more 
than pay the expenses of supporting the publie schools without taxing 
the people a single dollar. In this one item, then, we would have the 
"whole amount of our additional expense saved to the State. But this 
is only a small part of the appropriations that would be made to the 
Btate. She would at once be entitled to the seventy-two sections of 
land, with the proceeds of which to build up and endow a State Uni- 
versity ; 50,000 acres of land for the erection of a State Penitentiary ; 
a large appropriation for the er ection of a State eapitol building ; 90,000 
acres would be donated to support an agricultural college, and seventy- 
two sections, or over 46,000 acres, for the erection of machinery for the 
manufacture of salt. This last item alone, if properly applied, ought to 
go far towards defraying the whole expense of an economical State 
government, In addition to these donations, we might reasonably 
expect to receive the usual grants of land, given to new States, for 
internal improvements, and the swamp land for the improvement of 
the counties. These lands would, in my opinion, if judiciously selected 
now, while first class lands are subject to be taken under such grants, 

more than compensate the State for all the extra expense she can 
reasonably be subjected to, in consequence ofthe change of form of 
government. 


- While I have called your Siento to 3 few of the advantages which 
I believe would grow out of a change of government, and while I have 
the assurances of many of the most intelligent and influential men of 
both political parties that the people of the Territory are anxious to 
have this subject acted upon at as early a day as practicable, yet I 
would in no wise wish to he understood'as urging this subject upon 
you, or in any way dictating in what manner you shall proceed to

being no particular time fixed by lay for the commencement and ter- 
mination of the fiscal year.

Iu making appropriations for salaries, I would suggest that the appro- 
printion, instead of being made for the individuals zow holding the 
offices, it be made for the salary attached to the office: for instance, an 


appropriation last year, was made to W. H. S, Hughes, Adjutant Gen- 
eral. Mr, Hughes went out of office Aug. 1st, and Mr. Knox appointed. 
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Had the appropriation been made *for salary of Adjutant General," 
the Auditor would have found no oceasion for embarrassment. ° 
I would suggest, as the Territory is now in a condition financially to 
afford the expense, that the rooms in the Capitol building be immedi- 
diately finished, I am assured that $5,000 would complete the large 
hall, for the use of the Mouse of Representatives, leaving the present 
Representative Hall for the use of the Council, furnish the necessary 
galleries, and finish up the other small rooms necessary for the accom- 
modation of committees, &e. 
AMENDMENTS TO THE REVENUE LAWS. 
Several suggestions were made in my last annual report, of amend- 
ments to the Revenue laws. I respectfully renew them now, and call 
your attention to them. 
REVENUE BOOKS AND BLANKS. 
Early in the session last year, I asked for an appropriation to pay for 
the assessment and other blanks required for distribution before the 
regular cppropriation bill would probably be passed. Failing to get 
the appropriation, and fearing if the blanks were not furnished from 
this office that the assessment would not be made in the time required 
by law, (as the several counties, in expectation that the bisnks would be 
furnished from this office, had failed to provide themselves with blanks,) 
after consulting the several printers in the Territory, and getting their 
prices, I made an arrangement by which I procured assessment and a 
few other blanks then required, under an agreement tha; the prices for 
the same should be whatever the contract prices for supplies were when 
the contracts should be let. j 
Às soon as possible after the appropriation was made, I notified the 
several County Clerks to send in their requisitions for supplies. Asthe 
requisitions had to be made by the County Commissioner, much delay 
was experienced, so that I was unable to advertise for proposals until 
early in June, when I sent circulars to prominent blank book establish- 
ments in St. Louis, St. Joseph, Des Moines, Davenport, Chicago, 
Buffalo, Pittsburgh, Philadelphia and New York. Bids were received 
from Des Moines, Davenport, St. Joseph end New York City, and a 
contract was awarded to L. Cowles, Esq., of New York, for the sup- 
plies. As the tax lists were then the most important, I sent an order 
and copy for them, end soon after sent copy for the other books and 
blanks, Owing to some irregularity of the mails, the copy for all but 
the tax lisis had not been received by Mr. Cowles up to the time I got 
to New York, in Angust. I then, while there, made up uew copy for 
the books and ‘blanks, and in the hurry, and in consequence of making 
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a a change i in the form o£ the tax receipts, putting the criginel and dupli- 
gate on one page. got double the quantity I had estimated for—but no 
more than will be required during the ensuing year. I also ordered the 
assessment and «cher blanks for the assessment for 1863 3, because 1 
found that getting a large quaitity (f them I could gut them to 
se meh better advantage and cheaper than by waiting until this time, 
“Ta consequence of the ‘del ay in Setting the copy into the hands of the 
eontraetur he was put to much additional expense in furnishing. the 
beexs and blanks, and in his account has entered a claim for the in- 
erease cost Of paper. 
- The whole amount purchased exceeds the anount of the appropria- 
tion, and will require an appropriation for the deficiency. AN of 
the papers in connection with this matter will be uid before the proper

“it ig possessed of a capital of at least one hundred thousand dollars

Aù "uet fo: ‘provide for, the) 
protection of sheep and tor destroying wolves, &e.. j in the Territory of 
Nebraska,” approved February 7, 1863, authorizes the County Com: 
missioners in the several counties to draw orders on the Territorial 
Treasury. This act requires the Treasurer ta pay demands issued by 
parties of whose authority to act-a- county eommissioners he’ has no 
official awwledge, and with whose signatures he may not he aequaint: 
ed, It wonld benecessary for him to know these fasts in every instanee 
before paying, and to do so would subject him to: great: trouble and 
annoyance and cause much vexation and delay to the holders of such 
orders. By other laws the Governor is authorized to draw orders upon 
"the Territorial Treasury for insane expenses and for other purposes.— 
"The busthees af this department could be much Simplified by requiring 
all orders to be issued by one officer, and that officer the Auditor, who

. check could be made upon every entry and the Territorial books be 
kept in a simple and concise form, easily understood by any one who 
should get charge of them orbe réqairéd to examine them.

To the Honorable Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Nebraska: © ^ 
in obedience to the requirements of law, I herewith submit my- 
Report as Territorial Librarian, for the vear 1 865. 

According to the provisions of a Joint Resolution of the Legislative: 
Assembly, approved December 31, 1859, authorizing an exchange of 
Publications, all of the Territories and States in the Union were 
promptly supplied with copies of our Laws and Journals of: the "Tenth; 
Session and Governor's Annual Message to the Legislative Assembly 
of that session, Correspondence was opened. with the Librarians of the. : 
vario» States and Territories, notifying them of books sent, and solic- : : 
itin; an exchange of publications. A statement was also furnished | 
each, showing what volumes were needed to complete their series in, 
our Library ; and copies of statutes, especially Revised Statutes and, 
Law Reports necessary to complete the set, were respectfully solicited. ` 
The result of these labors has been highly gratifying, as the number of, 
volumes received during the past year is considerable larger than dur-, 
ing the three venrs immediately precediug. , ; 

As the late National troubles have subsided, and communication has, 
again been restored thronghont the Union, exchanges have been ` re-; 
ceived the past year from some of the States lately in rebellion, and we, 
feel assured that all, as soon as practicable, will supply us as formerly , 
With copies of their publiestions. ‘ 

“The Librarian is required by Jaw to keep. at the expense of the Ter- 
ritory, files of all the weekly newspapers published in the Territory. In, 
obedience to the statute, communications were addressed to the editors | 
of such periodicals, requesting them to. furnish files of their papers for ` 
the use of the Library. Nearly all promptly responded, and we. feel . 
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assuret thot, fer th futuro, every pabidical cf this class will be mailed 
te this office, The importanee SE preserving ti se records of current 
events is foo apparent to require a single remark; but to insure a per- 
manent ree ved of this kind, it is absolutely necessary that these period- 
icals be wel! bound. I have not made an estimate of expenditure 
necessary for this abject, as it will answer the purpose if an appro- 
priation is made at the next session for binding newspapers, received 
the past year and thom: which will bedilédiluring the presónt year.— 
Nor have I submitted an estimate of the amoúnt necessary to defray 
the expense af newspapers filed, though contemplated by the statute, 
as I trust and believe that editors will cheerfully contribute one file of 
their weekly issue tur the publie benefit; butif accounts of this kind 
should be presented, they ought to ba prompiiy paid, as the expense 
ineurred is trrfling compared with the benefit obtained. In this con- 
nection I wonk} state that there aren the Library numerous “broker 
files of newspaperz, some of which were published at an early period. of 
our Territorial existence, These files, though much broken, are value:
